Statistics Show Homicides Doubled 
In Past 30 Years 
Statisticlans have completed their 
annual study of homicide in the Unit- 
ed States, and have produced figures 
that should appall proportionately 
with the effect of the compilation of a 
year ago, These researchers have col- 
lected data from thirty-one cities 
with a collective population of twenty- 

five million people. 

In a generation thirty years — 
the average homicide rate for 
these thirty-one cities has doubled. 
And in one year the rate has gone 
up from 8.5 to the hundred thousand 
population in 1929, to 10.9 in 1930.

England and Wales.
